A method of cooking food which 
necessitates the use of practically no 
fire, is being employ ed by the Seven­ 
teenth regiment on the march it Is 
making to Chickamauga park. 
By this means the soldiers can 
have hot food at every meal and not 
be compelled to kindle a fire at any 
time during the day with the excep­ 
tion of at breakfast. 
The method is a '» Imple one when 
explained, and has iieen employ ed by 
the peasants of Europe since time

, while ago that It wa.s introduced into 


I the United .States army and is now 
I only in an experimental stage,

In the morning when breakfast 
I is prepared, w hatever 
M l. 
I for dinner and supper is placed ia an 
^earthenware vessel and nllowel to 
cook for a few minutes. The food and 
vessels are then transferred to t!» e 
air-tight receptacle, which is placed 
in one of the commissary wagons. 
A receptacle containing the food 
and earthenware vessel being 
air­ 
tight allows no heat to escape and 
as the day advances and the soldiers 
trudge along over miles of ground on 
foot the food cooks slowly , although 
there is no fire under it. By the time 
night has arrived the food is thor­ 
oughly done, and when the soldiers 
sit down to their meal they are able 
to enjoy a hot supper withonc hav­ 
ing to go to the trouble of piopar- 
Ing it. 
When the food is Intended for dfln- 
ner, it is simply heated longer. The 
vessel it is contained in absorbs more 
heat and throughout the day the pro­ 
cess of fireless cooking will go on 
with heightened rapidity , so that by 
dinner the food is ready to be eaten 
This innovation was employ ed at 
a number of m ilitary posts in the 
west and succeeded so 
admirably 
that the war deoartm cnt determined 
to have all of ¿he regiments, while 
proceeding this summer to the ma­ 
neuver camps, cook their food In this 
way in order that the method be giv­ 
en a thorough and exhaustive test. 
There is no doubt about its being 
practical, for the poorer people of 
Europe, in urder to « « .vc fuel, have 
j'repared thw.r meals in this way (or 
countless y ears.

Captain Celero n was in many re­ 
spects a rem arkable man. lie was the 
first white man to descend bo th the 
Allegheny aud Ohio rivers and take

o f the king o f France. Ten y ears be­ 
fo re he penetrated the remo te co untry 
o f the Chickasaws at the head o f & 
small co mpany and later co mmanded at 
vario us times the French po sts at De­ 
tro it, Niagara and Lake Champlain. 
When, to ward the middle o f the cen­ 
tury , it became apparent fro m the fo r­ 
matio n o f the Ohio co mpany , an o r­
